DUTCH AFFAIRS. 

Ais the prefent ftruggle in Holland turns” upon the 
cuthoriry and prigileges annexed to the office ot 
Scadtholder, we lay before our readers the power 
velted by the conftitution in that officer. 


The Oath taken by the Stadtholder upon entrance 
into bis employment, is conceived in the following 
Sermié 


«I promife and fwear to the Confederate States 
of the Low Countries in defence of the reformed re- 
Jigion ; namely, to the High and Low Nobility, 
and to the Magiftrates of the towns of Holland and 
Welt Friefland, who reprefent the States of thefe 
nations, to be to them faithful and obedient; and 
that I will obey, and will fo provide, that the offi- 
cers of the army, the Captains and others, who are 
fubject to our command, do obey the laws and or- 
dinances of the Copf:derate Srates ia Holland, and 
particularly thofe of Holland.” 

The foldiers take a parallel oath to the States, 
and are to obey the Stadtholder in all that regards 
war. The Stadtholder, in other refpedts, has no 
power to levy or difcharge troops, which is exclu- 
fively inve(ted in the States, who confult the Gene- 
ral, but are not obliged to follow his advice. He 
has no power over the payment of the forces. The 
States likewife referve to themfelves the right of ap- 
pointing Governors of frontier towns.; but the other 
officers are chofen by the Stadtholder, from a dou- 
ble nomination of the States. But, during a cam- 
paign, he fills up the pofts that become vacant. He 
cannot take the field, form a camp, befiege an ene- 
my’s country, or undertake any thing of importance, 
without the confent or exprefs orders of the States 
General. When he forms any defign which ought 
not to be made public, he tells the States, that he 
has fomething to undertake which is forthe good of 
the State, without entering into particulars, fer the 
delign, by being difcovered, might become imprac- 
ticable. He deicribes, in general terms only, the 
advantages that may be derived from it, and names 
in grofs the expence that it may be neceflary to pro- 
vise for it: defirmg,: at the fame time, that two or 
three perfons may be afligned to him by the Affem- 
bly, to whom he can make a more particular difco- 
very. Thefe Deputies being granted, he imparts 
his intentions, who make a report to the States Ge- 
neral, without entering into the particulars of the 
enterprize ; and. when the States give their confent, 
the General prepares to depart, leaving it to them 
to provide every thing that was requifite for the un- 
dertaking. When he takes leave, they aflign him 
three or four Deputies to reprefent the States, and 
be his Counfellors in the army. In all other re. 
fpeéts he models the Council of War at difcretion, 
os has the full management of the military difci- 
pline. 

The Stadtholder’s atthority, in his civil capacity, 
is much fuperior to ‘his military one, and of far 
greater confequeace to the Srates. He is head of 
the Courts of Juttice, as hts name isborne at the 
head of all orders and fentences. He is alfo Grand 
Matter of the Forelts, Supreme Curator of the U- 
niverfity of Leyden: no law can be made there 
without his concurrence. 

Upon an extraordinary occafion, the Stadtholder 
appears in the Aflenbly of the States General, 
where he has a right to’ make propofitions for the 
pudlic good. And it is utual to inform him before 
hand, what fudjea& was to be debated upon, both in 
this and the Provincial AT: mbiies. He is likewife 
the Arbitrator of al! difuccs which arife berweea 
the provinces, by virtue of an arvicle in the Union 
of Utrecht, which lodges that right in the Gover- 
nors of provinces. He has the power of pardoning 
criminals condemned to Jie 3 he chufes the Magi 
flrates of cities; uyo0 a double nomination of their 
re(pedive Senates, who are contetting that right 
with him in three provinces of ahe Confederacy, 
where they have abfolutciy rejected his exercite of 
that right. La Am‘terdam, the Senate always ap- 
pointed its own Regent Burgomatters, the Prince 
hating the power only of nownaacing the Sheriffs.

in. Mr Howard has, as*Mr Burke elegantly ex- 
preffes ity ** made the circumnavigation of charity, 
not to furvey the fumptuoufnefs of palaces, or the 
ftatelinefs of temples ; not to make accurate mea- 
furements of the remains of ancient grandeur; not 
to form a f{cale of the curiofity of modern art; not’ 
to collec medals, or collate manufcripts;—but to 
dive into the depths of dungeons; to plunge’ into 
the infeStion of hofpitals ; to furvey the mantions of 
forrow and of pain ; to take the gauge and dimen- 
fions of mifery, depreflion, and contempt; to re- 
member the forgotten ; to attend to the neglected ; 
to vilit the forfaken; and to compare and collate 
the diftreffes of all men in all countries !”’—The 
only fimilar inflance of philanthropy that occurs to 
us, is that of Bartholomew de la Cafas, Bifhop of 
Chiapa, who to be witnefs of the cruelties exercifed 
by his countrymen upon the natives, made feveral 
voyages to South America, with the noble purpofe 
of reprefenting the facts to his court, and‘ thereb 
preventing a repetition of them. He left behind 
him a narrative of their condu@, which at oncé 
ttamps his own character. with every thing that is 
valuable, and holds up the condu@ of the Spaniards 
(notwith{tanding the feeble attempts that have been 
made to palliate their cruelties) as a dreadfyl exam- 
ple of wickednefs to pofterity which no eloquence 
can foften !—** This intrepid man (fays Abbe Ray- 
nal) fummoned his nation to the tribunal of the whole 
univerfe, and made the two hemifpheres thadder 
with horror. O! La Cafas! thou wert greater by 
thy humanity, than all thy countrymen were by their 
conquefts ! Thy name will remain engraved upon 
every feeling heart, and when thy countrymen (hall 
blufh at the barbarity of their pretended heroes, they 
will take'pride in thy virtues: They will put this 
infcription on thy monument, Jn an age of barbarity, 
La Casas was a Bensvorent Man!”

trade fhould be in giving credit.to ftrangers. A few 
weeks ago a foreigner, {tiling himfelf a merchant in 
Oitend, who came paffznger in a veffel from Pererf- 
burgh to Dundee, introduced himfelf toa merchant 
in the la‘t-mentioned place ; faid he had a houfe in 
Peterfburgh, and as he fhould have occafion for mo- 
ney in this country, he gave the gentleman.a bill at 
a month on a houfe in London for 500 |. for which 
he took a receipt. Upon fending the bill to Lon- 
don, it was found that no fuch houfe as that menti- 
oned in the bill exifted. Luckily the gentleman 
‘had advanced no money, thongh importuned to do 
fo. He faid that he had two cargoes of hemp, flax 
&c configned toa merchant in Leith, and carried 
about with him a large book with the names of all th¢ 
towns in Britain alphabetically arranged, —_ 
with the names of the firft houfes in the feveral 
towns. 

We mentioned formerly, that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Balneavis had led off great part of the regiment of 
Sruart to join the Stadtholder, This brave regi- 
ment was of the Scots brigade in the Dutch fervice, 
a corps well known to the French and.
